Spwifically. the Foreign 
Office directive (isocrpccated Into tho agreed aiairtea) under which 
VAL8&BLS la operating calls fear a very aloe and cautious approach to 
this problea and does act envisage any Increase of VALUABLE aotivitlos 

la Albania dories tho owning year. It aakes clear that VAL UAB L E ia 
debarred by coqillcit Foreign Office polio/ £r«a engaging ia any sub- 
stantial cold war activity against tho A l b a ni a n regia*. VALUAME in 
also prohibited from giving ite border-ereaeing toaoe a political 
brief and seat Halt this typo of activity to iato&ligoaeo collection*

Qs tho one hand this nay bo ascribed to tho fhat that 
VJ&IIABXE uae vulnerable to att ash in sens respect*, and on ths other to 
ths fhat that the OB0P® position css pretty veil known in advance, 
having boon father dearly and finely outlined before ths nesting, 
particularly with reference to |be broadening end reorganisation of 
32mXGtf« dare, as in all other, natters requiring agreeaent, ths 
VALUABLE representatives showed a high degree of tslsvs ass end 
treatability. Even in ths ease of ths broa den in g of SQftSM, about 
vhlch the VALUABLE representatives ware something lass than e nthusi as t ic, 
they aede no fight, contenting thenselves with (1) asking a rather 
rhsfecrlcal question as to what would happen if ths Belli K oabotar with-
